Mr. Michener is not speaking specifically of the auto- 
mobile market in this article, in fact his remarks are 
nowhere directed at our industry, yet his summing up ol 


the present situation exactly hits the present position in the 
automotive field. At the present time the total production 
capacity of the automobile industry is probably 8,000,000 
vehicle units per year. It might even be lifted above this 
number. We know that last fall motor vehicle manufac- 
turers had laid out schedules for 1929 which would have 
totaled 7,000,000 units. The market that is now in sight, 
domestic and foreign, will not absorb 7,000,000 units. 
total production this year will not run above 5,500,000, 
spite of the mechanical ability of the industry 

this number.

If we are to reach the full production capacity of the 
automotive industry, distribution must be brought up to 
the level of production. We can count on increased sales 
in the export field for many years to come, but even this 
prolific sales area can scarcely hope to catch up with the 
industry's ability to produce. The domestic market seems 
to be about served with such additions as the natural 
growth of the country must bring. What is the answer? 
A good many pretty wise heads are seeking it, but at the 
moment can only reply with the generalization 
“improved sales and distribution methods.”

The plight of Sisyphus was not much worse than that 
of our modern road builders in present-day America. These 
gentlemen bravely build roads, hoping to catch up with the 
demand, so to speak, and every year when they come to 
sum up their accomplishment, they find that more motor 
vehicles have been built than they have been able to provide 
highways for. 

For instance; last year the automotive 
somewhat over 5,000,000 motor vehicles. cars, trucks and 
buses. This runs in round numbers to about 400,000 
vehicles per month. If we give these vehicles an average 
overall length of ten feet. which is ultra conservative. we 
find that 800 miles of vehicles are added to our total every 
month. This works out at something like 9,600 miles and 
solid miles of motor vehicles per annum. Of course any 
vehicle has got to have space in which to run and the actual 
operating mileage of new vehicles would amount to at least 
four or five times the 9,600 miles. Try as they will our road 
builders cannof produce such a mileage of new roads every 
year.

The answer, of course, is that we must make the 
roads that we build and have built more efficient so that 
each mile will safely and effectively carry more vehicles. 
One-way roads, for instance, accomplish this in many 
localities, which is something to remember.
